They often 
take putrid groaso from animals that 
havo^i^ n natural death nnd uio it up 
in tho manufacture of soap, disguising 
the putrcsoonco by tho uso of perfumes. 
It is stated that tho finest qualities of 
toilet soapn arc often more poisonous 
tknn'tho common articles. Ii'a person's 
flystonvhfs any predisposition to any 
disease of tho throat or lunjjs, tho ivio 
of putrid soap is very apt to develop'it, 
and perhaps canon a fatal termination of 
the disease. 


CONFEDERATE CUSSEDJTCSS. 


(From the Indianapolis Journal.) 


The message of tho President to 


congress, published in the Journal yes- 
terday, calls attention to an alarming 
condition of affairs, and 
one which 


may result in complications of a very 
grave character. 
Briefly, tho case is 


this ; The fiscal year, that is, the busi- 
ness year of tho government, begins on 
tho 1st of July, and ends on the 30th 
of Juno. All estimates and appropria- 
tions aio made with regard to _this 
division, and the law strictly prohibits 
any expenditure being made after an 
appropriation is exhausted, or any ap- 
propriation from being drawn upen after 
the expiration of the time for which it 
vw made. In other words, the ac- 
counts, transactions and expenses of 
each fiscal year must bo kept entirely 
separate, without lapsing or running 
into each other. 
There aro but ten 


days more of the present fiscal year. 
Not a single appropriation bill has yet 
been passed by congress and only ton 
days remain in which to do it. If not 
passed before tho 1st of July there wiil 
bo no available funds for tho current 
expenses of the government nor any 
provisions for maintaining its executive 
functions. 
With perfect harmony be- 


tween th» two houses and with night 
sessions and hard work, congress might 
be able to pass the General Appropria- 
tion bill before the Lit of July, but 
there is little probability that this will 
bo done. Tho house of representatives 
and the senate are at a dead lock on tho 
subject of the appropriation bill. Some 
time ago the house passed a bill and 
sent it to tho senate in a very improper 
and objectionable shupe, abolishing nu- 
merous offices, repealing general laws, 
reorganising 
executive departments, 


etc. For an appropriation bill this was 
"ia violation both of law and precedent. 
Tho senate amended the bill as circum- 
stances required and sent it back to tho 
house, whore it has since rested awata 
ing the action of the Confederate ma« 
jority. 
They claim that they acted in 


tho interest of economy, but the chars 
acter of the legislation which they at- 
trmpttd to engraft on the appropriation 
bills shows very clearly that they were 
trying to make political capital regard- 
less of the interests of the government 
or tho country. This is in strict keep- 
ing with the policy of the Democracy 
during tho whole session, which has 
bean to sacrifice everything to the one 
end of manufacturing partjT capital, and 
which haa been pushed with fixed pur- 
pose and unflagging zeal. In his letter 
to congress the President calls attention 
to tho existing condition of aflairs, and 
points out the groat embarrassment 
that will ensue to every branch of the 
public service if the appropriation bills 
aro not passed. 
IIo intirnatas that if 


they are not passed ho will deem it his 
duty to suspend Iho entire machinery 
of tho government. If that event oo* 
onrs, an event without precedent in our 
history, the responsibility will rest sole- 
ly on tho Confederate majority in tho 
house, which has wasted tho whole BOS' 
sion in the soandal business nnd in try- 
ing to manufacture party capital,instead 
of looking after the public welfare.

extradition of fugitive criminals ia made 
lotwoen the two governments. 
The 


position thus taken by the British gov- 
jrmnent, if adhered to, can't but be re- 
garded as an abrogation and annulment 
)f the article of treaty on extradition. 
Under 
these circumstances it will 


not comport 
with the dignity or 


self-respect of this government to make 
demands upon that government for tho 
surrender of fugitive criminals nor to 
entertain any requisition of that char- 
acter from that government under the 
treaty. It will bo the cause of deep 
regret, if the treaty which has been 
thus beneficial in its practical operation, 
which baa worked so well and BO effi- 
ciently, and which, notwithstanding the 
oxeiting and at timea political disturb 
an cos of which both countries hare been 
the scene during its existence, has given 
riae to no complaints on the part oi 
either government against either its 
spirit or ita 
provisions, should be 


abruptly terminated. It hag tended to 
the protection of society, to the general 
interests of both countries, and its vio- 
lation or amendment would bo a rctro- 
gade stop. In personal intercourses I 
have been desirous and have made an 
effort to enlarge its scope, and'to make 
a new treaty, which would be a stlli 
more efficient agent for the punishmenl 
and prevention of crime.

It is claimed by some that there is no 
work to be done, and that it is there- 
fore wrong to punish men for not work- 
ing. 
That there are many people out of 


employment who would be glad to 
work there is no doubt, and it is nlso 
true that there is a much larger number 
who will not work if they can help it, 
and get their living off community by 
cither begging or stealing. It is the latj 
ter class that tho vagrant law is design- 
ed to roach. Wo understand that it ap- 
peared in 
cviden'co 
before 
Justice 


Hughes hist night that, the nine mcu be- 
fore him !md been hanging about town, 
principally in tho neighborhood- of the 
depot, for several days, and that they 
had shown no desire to find anything to 
do, sleeping in box cars at night: and 
with the knowledge of the pilfering that 
has been going on. in the city there was 
certainly grounds to suspect that these 
mcu may have hnd something to do 
with it. People who are known here to 
bo industrious, and inclined to work 
when they can find anything to do, will 
not be annoyed by the vagrant ordi 
nance, but while this is true, strangers 
in town who can give no good account 
of themselves, and those who are known 
here only aa loafers and dond-beats, 
should bo looked after. 
It seems to us 


that that the action of the police and the 
court in thi-s case Ls a move in the right 
direction. 


Hog Cholera,—People of any partic- 


ular locality, however much they may 
have lost from the ravages of hog chol- 
era, have but little idea of tho aggregate 
loss in the State from this disease. Our 
readers will be interested in reading the 
following from the.report of the State 
Board of Agriculture, in relation to,it: 


From the information so far obtained 


it is proved that the losses for the last 
year were fully equal to ton millions of 
dollars. So far the answers show that 
there is uo general conviction of the 
origin and causes of the disease—110 
widely acknowledged preventive, and 
no remedy that is a remedy oftener than 
one time in live hundred. It is agreed 
on all hands among swine-breeders that 
profound darkness envelopes the origin 
and oiiuso of tho disease, and that its 
cure is among the things which are pant 
finding out. 


Those who have mixed salt, flour or 


sulphur and ground charcoal in. their 
food, or placed these things in a trongh 
where the hogs, report that they don't 
have tho cholera.

Tho folowing which wo clip from nn 
exchange contains some very good sug- 
gestions, nnd wo print it for tho benefit 
o( parents and guardians who frequently 
seem to think that the education of their 
daughters is not particularly important, 
and expend their means in the education 
of their sons only: 


A lady correspondent has come to tho 


conclusion thnt women ought to work 
and must work, and should be paid for 
their work. This fact being admitted, 
it follows that girls should have tho 
same technical education as boys. Often 
it happens that a father who will give 
his son several thousand dollars to start 
in business, will begrudge the few him-, 
drcds spent on his daughter to fit her for 
some useful calling. Worse than this, 
ho even feels it a hardship if his girl at 
seventeen or eighteen docs not do the 
family sewing or cooking for bonrd and 
clothes, while ho furnishes his son with 
both and pays him a salary. He natur-

daughters will be provided for, and.that 
they will soon have homes of their own. 
But since there is no suro thing ia this 
world but death and taxes, every girl 
should have some cnpitnl on which to 
begin life, the most available of which 
is knowledge.
